The picture on the stamp shows a 
metal worker with anvil and ham- 
mer, and in the background, what 
looks like a Liberty Ship. It is at 
least a trans-atlantic ship of con- 
siderable size. The symbolism al- 
ludes to the aid furnished by the 
U.S.A. and the worker shows the 
possibility of employment from 
this aid. 

The Marshall Plan, insofar as 
Italy is concerned, provides for 
the financing of commodities which 
are essentially required for Italy 
for her recovery and normal life. 
During the period starting April 3, 
1948 to March 31, 1951, Italy was 
granted a total of 1,153,500,000 dol- 
lars worth of commodities as fol- 
lows: 

Food, feed, fertilizers—$223,700,- 


Fuel—$207 ,200,000. 

Raw material & semi-finished 
products—$425,500,000. 

Machinery and vehicles—$277,- 
600,000. : 

Miscellaneous and unclassified— 
$19,600,000.

La Gazetta Ufficiale No. 68, of March 24, 1949, brought into effect 


Republic, No. 79, which authorized 


the issuance of a series of stamps commemorating the ERP (Program 
for the Economic Cooperation of Europe) through the Marshall Plan 
which was created by the U.S.A. to facilitate, through aid given by 
fhe U.S.A., the reconstruction of Europe. Economic Cooperation is 
one of the active means to unite the work of European Recovery. 
Probably the initials O.E.C.E. would have been better (Organizzazione 
Europe per la Cooperazione Economica) than the ERP on the stamp. 





Your money goes into a special ac- 
count with the Bank of Italy and it 
builds up the existing Lire Fund. 
From this Lire Fund the govern- 
ment draws half for labor and con- 
struction. 





The Lire Fund serves to finance 
agrarian improvements, the labor 
of irrigation, the construction of 
houses for the workers; it serves 
to repair the damage caused by the 
war to industry, to renew worn ma- 
chinery, to help the reconstruction 
of the merchant marine and to re- 
cover the tourist trade; jt serves 
to combat unemployment. 

To give employment to an unem- 
ployed man in agriculture as well 
as industry the government must 
invest large amounts of capital in 
housing, improvements and ma- 
chinery. 

The Lire Fund contributes to 
such investments and gradually ab- 
sorbs a good part of the unem- 
ployed.

Travels, Exploits 
Of 26th President Made 


Good International Relations

What does an ex-President do with his time after he feels certaim 
that he is forever through with politics. : 
confronted Theodore Roosevelt after he had seen his good and slightly 
obsese friend William Howard Taft safely elected as his personally- 
selected successor to the White House. 

Sitting on his porch on Sagamore Hill at Oyster Bay, Long Island, 
N. Y., he pondered the question. He wanted a long and complete rest 
and also’to place himself beyond normal methods of communication— 
and it wasn’t too long before he made his decision—a full year’s big- 
game hunting in deepest Africa. And being a man of action, he set 


That is the question which 





the project in motion. 

In order to have a definite pur- 
pose which might give his small 
expedition some lasting usefulness, 
he arranged to collect specimens 
for the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington. His second son, Ker- 
mit, aged 20, and several natural- 
ists and hunters were included in 
the proposed safari which set sail 
from New York on March 23, 1909. 

At Naples in Italy, where they 
transferred to an East-African ship, 
“‘Teddy’’ was happy to meet Fred- 
erick C. Selous, the most famous 
hunter of big game in Africa, who 
joined the ship and became a con- 
genial fellow passenger. They 
reached Mombasa on April 23, and 
after the caravan had been as- 
sembled and made ready, the trek 
to the interior began. 

Without following in detail the 
year which the Roosevelts spent 
south of the equator, suffice it to 
say that on March 14, 1910 they 


returned to civilization at Khar- 
toum, where Mrs. Roosevelt and 
their daughter Ethel awaited them. 
Teddy and Kermit had bagged 
512 beasts and birds — of which 
they kept about a dozen for trophies 
— the rest going to the Smithson- 
ian and other museums. A few of 
their specimens were unique, and 
the final total product. of the ex- 
pedition was the most important 
which ever reached America from 
Africa. 
“Them boys could shoot!’ 
After spending a few days in vis- 
iting Omdurman and other points 
of interest, the Roosevelts went 
down the river Nile to Cairo, where 
the ex-President addressed an en- 
thusiastic Egyptian student group. 
From Africa, Roosevelt crossed 
back to Italy and Naples, where 
began what must be described as 
a triumphal procession through 
Central and Western Europe. Invi- 
tations from most of the sovereigns 
of Europe to visit them, and re- 
quests from universities and learn- 
ed bodies to address them, awaited 
his pleasure. 


In Rome, as guest of tiny King 
Victor Emanuel II, he received 
ovations of the exuberant and 
throbbing kind, which onl, the Ital- 
lans can give. But here also oc- 
curred what might have bten, but 
for his common sense and courage, 
a hitch in his triumphant progress. 

The intriguers of the Vetican, al- 
ways on the alert to edify the Ro- 
man Catholics in the Unitec Stotec 
thought they saw a chance to exalt 
themselves and humble the Proves- 
tants by stipulating that Colonel 
Roosevelt, who had accepted an in- 
vitation to call on the Pope, should 








not visit any Protestant organiza 
tion while he was in that city. 

These directives were not at the 
suggestion of kindly Pope Pius X, 
but rather those of Cardinal Merry 
del Val, the Papal secretary, who 
seemed to have ulterior motives of 
his own. 

As a result, Roosevelt politely 
declined the audience with the Holy 
Father, and later explained his re 
fusal by saying, ‘‘No self-respect 
ing American could alluw his aw 
tions or his going or coming be dic 
tated to him by any Pope or King” 
— and the American people in 
cluding probably a large majority 
of the Roman Catholics, agreed 
with him. 

From Rome, he traveled to Aus 
tria — to Vienna first — where the 
aged Emperor Francis Josef wek 
comed him in grand style. Then 
on to Budapest, where the Hum 
garians, eager for their indepem 





dence, shouted themselves hoarse 
at sight of the top-man represente- 
tive’ of American freedom. 

Wherever he went the masses im 
the cities crowded round him , and 
the people in the country flocked 
to cheer him as he passed. 


In Germany, approaching Berlin, 
Teddy wondered somewhat at the 
reception that might await him 
there, bearing in mind the serious 
set-back he had caused to the 
German Imperial Navy in Brazil 
some years previously, while he 
was still President. However, Kai- 
ser William II received him with 
ostentatious friendliness, and ade 
dressed him as ‘“‘My Friend Roo 
sevelt.”* 


There was a grand military re 
view of twelve thousand troops, 
which the Kaiser and his ‘‘friend’® 
inspected, and he took care to im 
form Roosevelt that he was the 
first civilian to whom this honor 
had ever been paid. An imperial 
photographer took pictures of the 
Colonel and the Kaiser, which were 
subsequently given to the visitor, 
with superscriptions and comments 
written by the Kaiser on the nega- 
tives. 

As always, our Teddy could tei 
a bore and a snob at sight, and eas 
not to be deceived by an ermine 
robe or an imperial title. The Kai- 
ser seems to have taken pains to 
appear as the preferred intimate 
of “‘his friend Roosevelt,”’ but the 
friend remained unwaveringly 
democratic to the core. 

One day William telephoned to 
ask Roosevelt to lunch with him, 
but the Colonel diplomatically

Design Smells 
Say Art Critics 


Officials of Australia’s Post Of- 
fice Department are again getting 
a thorough public going-over be- 
cause of the alleged poor artwork 
on the forthcoming 25th Anniver- 
sary of the Young Farmers’ Clubs 
commem due September 3, 

The wounds from the shellacking 
taken because of the trio of ‘‘Pro- 
duce More Food’’ designs, which 
generally are acknowledged as 
Australia’s low in stamp art, 
haven’t even begun to heal. 

This 344d stamp in horizontal for- 
mat, the nation’s first bi-color, 
“‘would be a poor ambassador for 
Australian art” is the opinion of L. 
Thomas, director of the Western 
Australia Art Gallery. 

Describing the stamp as ‘‘clum- 
sy,’ Mr. Thomas said that stamps 
and coins should— by their design— 
give an indication to other coun- 
tries of the standard of art in the 
country from which they were is- 
sued, 


This stamp did no such thing. 


“Instead, the stamp made only |’ 


too clear the official attitude to- 
wards art‘in this country,’ he said. 

“I see a picture of two young 
farmers with a calf and some 
printing. The figures have been 
stuck together in a rectangle and 
no attempt has been made to bind 
the design into a unit. 

“The idea of the motif is all right 
but it could have been used in a 
more sensitive way. 

“Even the type is unrelated in 
style and size and is stuck in to 
fill up the obvious gaps.” 

Mr. Thomas said that it was a 
pity that the stamp had not re- 
ceived more sympathetic treat- 
ment as there had n some 
Ray good stamps issued in the 
past.” 

One—depicting an out-back post- 
man—had won an_ international 
award. 

The stamp was also criticised by 
two other Australian art gallery 
directors, 

The director of the National Art 
Gallery, H. Missingham said in 
Canberra that it was the ‘‘worst 
possible design.” 

The drawing was stiff and had 
“obviously been taken from a 
photograph.” 

Whoever designed the stamp did 
not even have the grace to put the 
word ‘“‘postage’”’ on it. 

There was a Federal advisory 
council on art which was apparent- 
ly only concerned with ‘‘who will 
paint which Prime Minister,’”’ he 


said.

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for a country agricultural show’ 
drawn by an amateur.”

Good 
uck Mac and may your program work out so your monument ‘Popular 
Stamps” will continue to be with us. 

We note that Mac states that some 135 to 140 other Canadian 
stamp papers have appeared in the past but that his Popular Stamps 
has lived longer than any previous paper. Quite a record and one 
deserving support and congratulations, 

Qur own memories of great Canadian stamp papers take us back 
40 or 50 years ago to the time when the Starnaman Brothers of, we 
beli¢ve London, Ont., Canada published their Philatelic Advocate. One 
of the great stamp papers of the era. We well remember a special 
issue for some occasion in that period of time, that contained 100 pages, 
really a task that will mark them among the great publishers of Canada.

Stamps In Advertising 


This is addressed to dealers and if they will consider it seriously 
and then make an effort to follow the suggestion it is certain to be a 
good deed for our hobby and any such deeds helps every dealer in the 
jand, so why not try to do your good deed. 

For example, we have just had one of our subscribers, who happens 
to be a dealer in rare violins and bows, write us to request our help in 
obtaining 3000 copies of the late Corelli stamp of Italy. This is a 25 Lira 
stamp which pictures a violin and the great violinist. Our subscriber 
stated that his firm wished to use the stamp in an advertising folder 
and could. we get the stamps at a reasonable cost. 

We immediately contacted a well known dealer in stamps of Italy 
im New York who cabled his offices in Rome and inside of ten days we 
had the 3000 copies of the Corelli stamp in the hands of this merchant 
who will use them a bit later in the fall. The point we want to make is 
that the stamps were supplied the manufacturer at practically cost or 
face, plus postage and cable charges. 

These stamps will never interfere with dealers sales of this stamp, 
they will go to non-collectors but they may be the means of making new 
collectors, so watch for any opportunity to place a quantity of stamps 
with any business house for similar use. It is good business, it may 
make new collectors and new collectors mean more business for you. 
In any situation of this sort you can well afford to supply the stamps at 
your cost because they will never be sold in competition with your 
regular sales and you might be boosting our hobby a bit. Many oppor- 
tunities for such sales can be promoted if you keep your eyes open.

Africans Offer 
Cover Service 


Special 1d and 4d postage stamps 
to commemorate the Centenary of 
the introduction of postage stamps 
in South Africa will be on sale at 
all post offices in the Union for a 
period of approximately three 
months from September 1. The 
stamps will be printed in horizontal 
format in sheets of 120. 

The central designs are replicas 
of the stamps which were issued on 
September 1, 1853, and in the ex- 
terior frame appears the usual 
wording in Afrikaans and English. 
The background of the 1d is in the 
form of rays of light and that of the 
4d shows a spray of silver-leaves 
(leucadendron argenteum). The 
colors are reddish-brown for the 1d 
and blue for the 4d. 

Envelopes for use as first-day or 
commemorative covers will not be 
provided by the post office or pur- 
chased from outside sources on be- 
half of applicants. 

Orders for the servicing of first- 
day covers which the public partic- 
ularly desires should be treated at 
the Philatelic Agency, Publicity 
Section, G.P.O., Pretoria, and 
which will bear the postmark ‘‘Pre- 
toria’’, must be accompanied by 
addressed envelopes and a remit- 
tance to cover the value of the 
stamps which the sender desires 
should be affixed to the envelopes.

Unless the figures are not cor- 
rect it seems that the UN Postal 
Administration did not learn from 
the first day of issue of the postal 
card. You will note in this edition 
a 3c stamped envelope in two sizes 

ill soon be given a_send-off and 
that the initial printing order 
amounts to 100,000 of each size. 

At the time the card was an- 
nounced, 50,000 were run off the 
press and it was thought this would 
be sufficient for first day usage and 
ordinary requirements. I remarked 
here that three times that quantity 
would be about right, and it turned 
out that there were 120,000 some 
cancelled on the first day, and 
about 30,000 sold otherwise. 

I believe that the UN will need 
at least 250,000 of the standard en- 
velope for cover collectors and they 
better be in a position to get them 
printed in a hurry. The same quan- 


| tity might be needed for the large 


size although this is doubted since 
the long envelopes are so difficult 
to mount or store. 

The envelopes should be another 
profitable milking of collectors. 
Probably 95 per cent of the covers 
will be sent out in another eavelope 
which the collector has himself sup- 
plied and the postage for which 
comes from his personal pocket. 

Deducting the cost of the enve- 
lopes to the UN, and the expense in- 
cidental to making (it is to laugh) 
first day covers of them, the clear 
profit should be in the neighbor- 
hood of $9000.

Department will have a reasonably 
good design for the Roosevelt com- 
mem. Being for the shrine, so- 
called, it could do little else than 
picture it — but, the artists seem to 
have chosen a good photograph 
from which to work. The frame is 
a really good treatment. 

While no color has been chosen 
for this stamp, I'd suggest a brown. 
That’s a good Republican one. = 


The August edition of the USCS 
Log (Universal Ship Cancellation 
Society) has a summation of the 
larger naval vessels lost in action 
by the various nations ‘in World 
War Il. This is quite a boon to 
those seeking data for write-ups. 
Vernon J. Miller, a society mem- 
ber, compiled it. 

Checking through the United 
States losses it is rather revealing 
to learn the size and number of 
sinkings meted out by the Japan- 
ese in the early years. It seems 
most of the United States losses 
were before 1943, although there 
was quite some tonnage lost after 
that year.

He keeps them in place with 
three applications of clear lacquer. 
The idea has been profitable for 
he claims an increase of 50 per 
cent in the sale of his cars be- 
cause of it.

Some weeks ago I pictured ca- 
chets some of the men in military 
service in Korea use on their mail 
home. Just this week I received 
four such covers bearing various 
designs from Capt. L. C. Atchley 
who has volunteered to see that 
you in the States can get impres- 
sions of some of them. 

He hasn’t long in Korea any- 
more, so you'll have to hurry it up 
a bit — airmail to men in service 
is only 6c per ounce. 

If you will type, or clearly print, 
your name and address on four or 
five airmail envelopes, no more, 
and send them to him, he’ll see 
they’re serviced. Tell him you'd 
like imprsessions of the Korean 
“Hubba Hubba’”’ cachets mentioned 
in the U. S. Notes. 

If you have a nice centered plate 
block, or other worthy philatelic 
remembrance for his trouble, in- 
clude it with your envelope send- 
ing.

Spain Prepares 
Anti-TB Tax Set 


For seven months, beginning Oc- 
tober 1, ao. will require the use 
of a postal tax stamp on various 
classes of mail, such funds to be 
channeled to Anti-Tuberculosis 

work on a national scale. April 30, 
1954.is the last day of required use. 

According to Carlos Lenze, Bar- 
quillo 29, Madrid, Spain, the tax is 
5c for postal cards, 10c when the 
cost for domestic letters exceeds 
45c (the actual rate is 50c), and 
25c for airmail correspondence. 

While existing issues of the stamps 
can be used (there are stocks of 
Scott Catalog No’s. RA32-33, 
RAC12) the Fabrica Nacional de la 
Mona y del Timbre will produce a 
new set of three to meet the ex- 
pected demands. 

In additional observations about 
current Spanish philatelics Mr. 
Lenze states that the new 25 and 50 
Pesetas airmails are printed and 
ready for sale but cannot be so 
handled until an official decree to 
this end has been published. The 
first day is therefore expected in 
September. Also noted was that 
Scott No. 701, the 70c blue has now 
appeared in a perf 13. 

Still to come from Spain are a 
1.25Pts. marking the 300th death 
aninversary of the artist Jose de 
Ribera; 50c and 90c ‘‘Day of the 
Stamp’”’ set October 12; 50c com- 
mem for statesman Juan Donoso 
Cortes; and 1.10Pts. airmail honor- 
ing Don Gazalo de Cordoba on the 
fifth centenary of his birth. 


ISG Says Issue 
Is Manipulated 


Collectors of Religion on Stamps 
who have been mystified by the 
sharp increase in price for Italy’s 
1923 Propaganda of the Faith set

Trieste and AMG enthusiasts will 
find notes covering the various is- 
sues from the Mazzini cormmemora- 
tive of 1950 through the Rome over- 
printing of the Democratica set, 
including date as to the number of 
copies printed for each stamp, 
dates of issue, etc.

JOHANN GUTENBERG 
Bible Printer 


Born in Mainz, Germany in 1397 
(?)—died in 1468 (?) German in- 
ventor of printing from movable 


type. His true surname, as 
father’s, was Gensfleisch (goose- 
flesh) which he very much dis- 
liked, so at an early age he as- 
sumed his mother’s maiden-name, 
which was Gutenberg. 

He began experimenting with 
printing from movable type about 
1439, and took as partner in 1446 
Johann Fust, a goldsmith, to aid 
and finance his work. But before 
Gutenberg had a fair start, Fust 
demanded repayment of his cash 
advances, which were not yet 
available. So Gutenberg had to 
surrender his rights of invention, 
his press and his stock of type to 
the claimant, 

Some years later, again aided by 
one Konrad Humery, Gutenberg 
reestablished himself in the print- 
ing business and became a success, 
Among his more famous printings 
are—The Bible of 36 Lines—the 
Gutenberg Bible, sometimes known 
as they Mazarin Bible because a 
copy was found in the library of 
Cardinal Mazarin—also the Catholi- 
con and other works, 

Archbishop Adolph of Nassau, 
Elector of Mainz, gave recognition 
to Gutenberg’s works in 1465 by 
presenting him with a _ benefice, 
yielding a small income and vari- 
ous privileges—and so the genius 
who invented movable type, plus 
typsetting and obtained the printed 
words therefrom, was rewarded in 
a slight measure for his efforts, 
before he died—although he prob- 
ably never dreamed how well he 
had wrought for future generations. 
There are many societies and 
museums in Germany and else- 
where which proudly bear his name 
and carry on in his tradition—but 
there are just a few of the original 
Gutenberg Bibles in America to-

AUSTRALIA—The new 3 pence 
stamp to mark the centenary of 
postage stamps in Tasmania, pre- 
viously reported, will be released 
September 23. 

Next year, a special issue will 
mark the one hundredth anniver- 
sary of the first postage stamps of 
Western Australia. The design will 
incorporate a reproduction of one 
of the original designs, all of which 
depicted a black swan, native to 
the area. 

On July 29, a 10 pence airletter, 
which will henceforth be known as 
an ‘‘Aerogramme,”’ appeared. The 
new design shows a plane superim- 
posed on a globe, over an outline 
map of Australia and the Southern 
hemisphere. 

HONDURAS — This country is 
commemorating the United Nations 
Organization with a set of ten ad- 
hesives, all of which will be over- 
printed for Official use. All values 
will be airmail as follows: 1c, will 
picture the United Nations Flag 
crossed with the Flag of Honduras; 
2c will show the UN symbol with 
the words ‘‘Peace, Justice, Secur- 
ity’’; 3c will show the UN Building 
in New York City; 5c, Allegory of 
the OMS; 15c portrait of President 
Galvez; 30c Allegory of the Unicef; 
1 Lempira Allegory of UNRRA; 2L 
Allegory of UNESCO, and 5L Alle- 
gory of the FAO. 

INDIA—Despite the hope that the 
Mt. £verest stamps could appear 
during August, it has tentatively 
been decided to release them on 
October 2, the date of the birthday 
of the late Mahatma Gandhi, ac- 
cording to Dhirubhai Mehta. 

ISRAEL—This country withdrew 
from sale, on July 31, the Jerusa- 
lem, University, Negev, Menora, 
Z.O.A. and 1,000 pruta airmail 
stamps. & 

JAPAN — Shikotsu-Toya national 
Park has been pictured on new 5 
and 10 yen stamps released about 
the middle of July. The 5 yen 
shows Mt. Tarumae as seen from 
Lake Shikotsu and the 10 yen pic- 
tures Mt. Yotei as seen from a 


farm. 

NETHERLANDS — Special Red 
Cross stamps will be placed on sale 
from August 24 through October 3. 

Values and subjects will be: 2 
cents plus 3 cents, sepia and red, 
Red Cross on white shield; 5c plus 
4c, dark violet red, Red Cross 
worker holding a lamp; 7c plus 5c, 
gray-green and red, worker saving, 
a baby during a flood;.10c plus 5c, 
red, nurse giving a blood transfu- 
sion, and 25c plus 8c, steel blue 
and red, grouped Red Cross flags.

At times it does not appear that 
there is too much activity or price 
appreciation in sheets from month 
to month. When you are as close 
to your subject as we are this is 
even less noticeable. Just by way 
of regaining perspective we looked 
up our copy, of the bulletin dated 
July 17, 195% and after making a 
few spot checks we were quite 
amazed to see how many changes 
had taken place in a number of 
keep issues these past twelve 
months, 

Starting with Bicents, last year’s 
Bid was $160 per set while today 
it is a $190 Bid item (Ask $230). 
Farleys were still Bid $500 against 
a $550 Bid which is slightly de- 
pressed from a _ previdus $575. 
Swedes & Finns were still Bid 
$3.25 ($4.00 Ask), which is a long 
distance from the current $5.00- 
$6.00 quotatién. Va. Dare in 1952 
was quoted at $5.00—$6.00, while 
today it is Bid $6.00, Ask $7. 

Further down the line Famous 
sheets were listed last summér at 
$275-$330, and our present $341- 
$380 represents a substantial ad- 
vance here. Flags have edged for- 
ward but slightly, and of course 
the very recent issues from 1944 to 
date have done absolutely noth- 
ing. 

Many of the 1940 issues have 
moved up at least 10 percent, with 
China doing the best. 1952 it was 
listed $7.50-$8.25, while now it is 
quoted $9.00-$11.00. 

Most surprising is the fact that 
even as late as last summer most 
exhibition panes were still far 
from their top level. Tipex were 
Bid $22 per 100 and could be bought 
at $25. ic Parks were Bid $4.00 
per 10, and none were available at 
the time. Byrd Panes were Bid 
$12-$14 per 10, and ic-3c Chicago 
$25.50 per 10 sets. 

Finally, the 3c Parks were only 
Bid $17.00 per 10 and they could be 
bought for $20.00 per 10. This was 
quite a jump to today’s $21 Bid 
and $28 Ask. With Retail of the 
pane at $3.25 it is easy to see 
why wholesale should hold, and 
even a $2.85 quote per pane today 
compares favorably with retail. 

There is probably an object les- 
son to be gathered out of this in- 
formation, and for those who real- 
ly take their price changes serious- 
ly it is still possible to buy right in 
one market and sell profitably in 
another as long as you pick the 
active issues, 

With fall just around the corner, 
there should be a new group of 
issues taking hold and gaining in 
price. The spectacular issues of 
the past year have seen most of 
their appreciation in the present 
cycle and there could be more 
profit taking here during the com- 
ing year. 

Generally summer activity in 
our bulletin board boxes and also 
quotation listings have been good 
and there seems little reason to 
doubt that fall again will see an 
even greater measure of addi- 


tional activity.

Historic Land Rush 


The Post Office at Enid, Okla- 
homa has been authorized to use 
a slogan cancellation marking the 
60th anniversary of the Opening of 
the Cherokee Strip. 

The historic ‘‘Run’’ took place 
on September 16, 1893, when the 
U. S. Government opened for set- 
tlement the region now constituting 
northwest Oklahoma. 

At noon on that day the firing 
of a gun was the signal for pros- 
pective homesteaders to race for 
prize locations in the area which 
now includes the cities of Enid, 
Alva, Buffalo, Cherokee, Fairview, 
and Perry. 

The commemorative cancellation 
will be placed in use on August 15, 
1953, and will remain in use 
through September 30th. 

Collectors desiring examples of 
this slogan may send stamped ad- 
dressed covers to the Postmaster, 
Enid, Oklahoma, requesting that 
the cancellation be applied. 

The commemorative cachet will 
be affixed in addition to the slogan 
if specifically requested. 

Collectors desiring the slogari 
postmarked noon, September 16th, 
1953, the actual anniversary, should 
send such requests under separate 
cover clearly marked to indicate 
the date desired: 12:00, 16.Septem- 
ber 1953.

Confusion in rates, weight, classi- 
fication, and the prohibitive cost of 
international postage prompted the 
United States to suggest a postal 
conference in 1862 to simplify in- 
ternational postage. It met in Paris 
and adopted a code of 31 articles in- 
tended to be the basis for inter- 
national conventions. 





The Civil War of the U. S. and 
the Franco-Prussian War further 
delayed meetings until 1874 when 
the congress of Bern met in Sep- 
tember in Switzerland. 22 states in- 
cluding all of Europe, U.S.A. and 
Egypt, attended. An international 
convention resulted lasting from 
1875 to date. 

Liberty of transit and expediting 
of mail were agreed on. Each 
country has full use of other coun- 
tries transport for mail. The con- 
yention was based on a scheme 
presented by the German Postal 
Administration, which from the 
first had met and solved the prob- 
lems of mail transport between the 
various German States before they 
were united. 

The convention consisted of 20 
articles, 19 of which were ratified 
and put into effect May 3, 1875, 
with the 20th ratified July 1, 1875. 
In 1885 eighty-six countries had 
joined; by 1900 there were 113, 
while now most of the world be- 
longs. 

A Bureau was established at 
Bern supported by all. Agreements 
are renewed every five or six years 
at a congress. The stamps of the 
world celebrating the 75th Anni- 
versary of the UPU were decided

Rome Centenary

Returning, he took part in the Mes- 
sina uprising of 1852 and Milan 1853. 
Messina elected him to parliament 
1865. He died at Pisa, March 10, 
1872 and is buried in the Campo- 
santo at Genoa in a tomb depicted 
on Scott A67. ae 

The stamp recalls the unveiling 
in Rome of the monument to 
Giuseppi Mazzini. The story be- 
hind it is as follows. 

At the end of 1890, Crispi, fore- 
seeing a future republic, presented 
to the Camera a bill by which there 
should be raised in Rome ‘‘a monu- 
ment to the Apostle of United and 
Independent Italy’. The bill, after 
approval by the Camera, was not 
carried out. After twelve years in 
1902 a Parliamentary Commission 
gave an order to the sculptor, Et- 
tore Ferrari, to execute this monu- 
ment. 

Four years passed before the de- 
sign of the statue was presented to 
the public, on the occasion of the 
Exposition of Milan, 1906. After 
this the affair was ignored, both 
through red tape and because of 
political considerations. At the 
fiftieth anniversary of the death of 
Mazzini, which fell in 1922 and 
which was recorded by a series of 
stamps, the matter was brought up 
again, and there arose the question 
of where to erect it. 

It was decided to place it on the 
Aventine, which is considered the 
‘‘Peoples’ Hill’, because the people 
of ancient Rome gathered there to 
express their griefs against the 
oligarchy, and because in recent 
times it was the chosen site of po- 
litical and parliamentry protests 
against the new oligarchy. 

Only on June 2, 1949, 59 years af- 
ter the proposal of Crispi, the monu- 
ment finally saw the light of day. 
President Einaudi on the 3rd anni- 
versary of the Italian Republic 
solemnly unveiled the bronze wood- 
ed corner of the Piazzale Romulole 
Remo on the Aventine. Mazzini is 
figured in deep thought and medi- 
tation. Issued in Italy on June 1, 
the stamp carries the date of the 
unveiling, 2-6-49, 


Vittorio Alfieri 


Alfieri, born 1749 at Asti, Pied- 
monte, studied at the Academy of 
Turin from age 10 to 14, and re- 
mained there till 17 without further 
study. Leaving for travel, 1766, he 
lived a wild \ife for seven years 
across Europe. 





In England he found his ideal of 
political liberty. Having read Vol- 
taire and Rousseau he returned to 
Turin and read Plutarch, after 
which he wrote CLEOPATRA, 
which he withdrew after its first 
performance. His success led him 
to settle down and he wrote in 
French prose FILIPPO and then 
POLINICE, translating them later 
into Italian. 

He gave up his Piedmontese citi- 
zenship and estate, 1777, to chase 
the countess of Albany, but was not 
able to see her freely until 1784, 
when they began to live together in 
Colmar, Alsace, after which they 
lived together until death. In 1792 
they escaped from the French 
Revolution and his property in 
France was siezed, making him bit- 
ter against France, 

His reputation hinges on 19 trage- 
dies in the classical form. The hero 
defies the tyrant and condemns 
tyrany, praising freedom, propagat-

in Italy as a precursor on the 
Risorgimento because of the con- 
tents of his plays. He is buried 
in Santa Croce, Florence, in a tomb 
by Canova.

pleaded a sore throat, and declined. 
On another occasion, the Kaiser 
wished him to come and chat and 
Roosevelt replied that he would 
with pleasure, but that he had but 
twenty minutes at His Majesty’s 
disposal,‘ as he had already ar- 
ranged to call on Mrs. Humphrey 
Ward within the hour. 

These reminiscenses may seem 

trifling, unless you take them as 
illustrations of the truly democra- 
tic simplicity with which the “‘first 
citizen of the American republic” 
met the scions Of the Hapsburgs 
and the Hohenzollerns on equal 
terms, as a gentleman with gentle- 
men. 
m Since Norway had conferred on 
him the Nobel Peace Prize after 
the Russo-Japanese war, Roose- 
velt journeyed to Christiania to pay 
his respects to the Nobel commit- 
tee. 

There he delivered an address on 
the conditions necessary for a uni- 
versal peace, in which he foresha- 
dowed many of the terms which 
were later incorporated in the Lea- 
gue of Nations. 

Paris, of course, could not be 
outdone by any of the other Euro- 
pean capitals in the enthusiasm of 
its welcome to the mighty hunter of 
big game and the seeker of truth. 
He was received in solemn session

our Teddy sat at table with no

Dorchester House, with the Ameri- 
can Ambassador, Whitelaw Reid, 
and was beset with calls and invi- 
tations from the many crowned 
folks. 

He took deep enjoyment in meet- 
ing the statesmen, learned men and 
authors in England. London be- 
stowed “the freedom of the city” 
upon him, and the universities of 
Cambridge and Oxford gave him 
their highest honorary degrees. He 
was eulogized in his manifold ac- 
tivities and achievements, and it 
was said, among other things, that 
he had “acquired a stature to be 
ranked with his great predecessor, 
Abraham Lincoln.” 
Homeward bound, the Roosevelts 
reached New York on June 18, 1910. 
All the way up the harbor from‘ 
Sandy Hook, they were escorted 
by a vast concourse of: vessels 
large and small, tugs, steamboats 
and battleships. At the Narrows, 
Fort Wadsworth greeted him with 
the official Presidential salute of 
twenty-one guns. 
Then began a monster proces- 
sion up Broadway and Fifth Ave- 
nue, surpassing apy other which 
New York had ever witnessed. A 
group of his old Rough Riders and 
two regiments of Spanish-American 
war veterans formed his im- 
mediate escort, which must have 
tickled him more than a little. 
How many of you can recall 
those shiny teeth and wide-open 
smile of his? 
The million or more who shouted 
and cheered him that day, were 
proud of him because of his great 
reception in Europe. But they ad- 
mired him still more for his im- 
perishable work at home, and loved 
him most of all because they knew 
him as their friend and fellow Theo- 
dore Reosevelt, their ideal Ameri- 
can. 
As soon as we became active 
participants in World War I, Roo 
sevelt rushed to Washington, offer- 
ing to raise and lead another volun- 
teer regiment similar to his Rough 
Riders of 1898. But military serv- 
ices of any kind were coolly de- 
clined with thanks, first by the 
Secretary of War and finally by 
President Woodrow Wilson himself, 
his bitter political enemy —

The first day of issue will be 
September 15. 

Sizes are to be standard 3-% x 
6-% and the legal 4-% x 9-%. Paper 
will be white similar to that used 
by the U. S. Post Office Depart- 
ment. The embossed stamp in the 
upper right hand corner thas the 
UN emblem, the wording ‘‘UNITED 
NATIONS UNIES” and ‘Postage 
3c Postes”’. 

The price of these envelopes will 
be the same as is applicable in the 
United States Post Office Depart- 
ment. This list is to be found at 
the end of this announcement. 

No printing of envelopes will be 
undertaken by the UN Postal Ad- 
ministration. 

Those desiring first day gancel- 
lation of this item of postal sta- 
tionery, should, before midnight of 
the day of issue, send in their order 
for first day covers, accompanied 
by the appropriate remittance, with 
an allowance for return postage, at 
the rate of 3c for each 5 envelopes. 
The outside envelope of the order 
should state, in the left hand corner 
“first day envelopes,’”’ and should 
be addressed to the UN Postal Ad- 
ministration, Room CB-26, United 
Nations, New York.
